1.  Mr.  Kayser  (through  the  Chairman).]  What 
is   vour  position   in   the    South   African    College  April^  190t 
Council  ? — I  am  Acting-Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

2.  There  have  been  certain  communications,  I 
understand,  between  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Cape  Town  and  the  College  Council  with  refer- 
ence to  obtaining  a  representative  on  the  College 
Council.  AVould  you  mind  informing  the  Commit- 
tee what  happened  ?— I  will  just  read  you  this 
memorandum  which  will  explain  everything. 
'•  1.  On  Commemoration  Day  at  the  South 
African  College  in  October.  1902,  an  important 
scheme  was  submitted  for  the  development  of  the 
College.  On  this  occasion  the  Mayor  of  Cape  Town 
stated  that  the  Corporation  of  the.City  had  already 
shown  its  practical  interest  in  the  College  by 
founding  a  number  of  Corporation  scholarships 
and  bv  an  annual  grant  towards  the  establishment 
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Lew  it 
April  18.  1904 


Mr.c.E.     of  a  Chair  of  Engineering.      He   also   stated   that 
the  Corporation  would  be  prepared  to  do  all  in  its 
power  to   promote    the    future    progress    of    the 
College.     (2)   The  action   of  the   Corporation  was 
warmly   commended   by   the  local   press.      In    a 
leading  article  in  the    Cape  Times   (October   6th, 
1902)  the  following  comments  were  made  : — '  The 
Corporation  has  made  a  modest  but  commendable 
beginning  somewhat  on  the  familiar  lines  adopted 
by    County    and    City    Councils    in    the   Mother 
Country.    *This  is  a  new  departure  of  great  import- 
ance and  capable  of  judicious  extension,  provided 
that  the  interests  of  the  ratepayers  are  duly  safe- 
guarded in  all  respects,   including  provision  for 
Municipal  representation  on  the  governing  body  of 
the  College.'    (3)  Shortly  afterwards,  on  the  sugges- 
tion of   the   Mayor,  the   Corporation   invited   the 
College   Council   to  confer  with  the   Corporation 
with  a  view  to  submitting  for  the  consideration 
of  the  City  Council  suggestions  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  it  might  be  possible  for  the  Corporation 
to  render  assistance  in  the    development  of   the 
College.      (4)  This   Conference  took  place  on  the 
11th   of    December,    1902.     The    College    Council 
submitted    a    Memorandum     pointing     out     the 
valuable   support  given  to  Education  by  County 
and  City  Councils  in  England  and  Scotland.     It 
was   shown   that   this   aid   was   not    confined    to 
Industrial  and  Technical  Institutions,  but  included 
encouragement     of     advanced     departments     of 
University  work.     Special  reference  was  made  to 
the  action  of  Manchester,  Liverpool  and  Birming- 
ham in  this  direction.     It  was  added  that  in  cases 
where   Municipal   aid  was   given   on   a  generous 
scale   to   Universities   and   Colleges,  provision   is 
made  for  safeguarding  the  interests  of  ratepayers, 
and  that  the  South  African  College  Council  would 
in  similar  circumstances  welcome  the  amendment 
of  the   College  Act    so   as   to   include   provision 
for   Municipal   representation  on  the  Council   of 
the   College.      (5)    In   January,  1903.  the   College 
Council    resolved    that    the    Corporation   of    the 
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City  of  Cape  Town  should  be  advised  that  in  view  M£cr,.H 
of  their  generous  promise  to  contribute  £1.000  a 
year  towards  the  funds  of  the  College  in  connec- 
tion with  the  scheme  of  College  Development. 
Council  would  take  steps  to  provide,  by  the  amend- 
ment of  the  College  Act,  for  the  presence  of  a 
representative  of  the  Corporation  on  the  governing 
body  of  the  College.  (6)  The  aim  of  the  present  Bill 
is  to  give  effect  to  the  above  undertaking.  The  Bill 
has  been  prepared  on  such  general  lines  as  to  make 
it  possible  for  public  bodies  outside  Cape  Town  to 
make  contributions  to  the  College,  the  idea  being 
that  County  Corporations  might  consider  it  desira- 
to  institute  scholarships  tenable  at  the  South 
African  College  for  deserving  students  in  their 
several  districts.  (7)  The  analogy  of  the  Forest 
Act  has  been  followed  in  making  provision  in  the 
present  Bill  to  enable  public  bodies  to  make  con- 
tributions of  the  kind  contemplated  from  their 
funds.  (8)  Should  Parliament  decide  that  such 
provision  is  ultra  vires  in  a  Private  Bill,  the  pro- 
moters of  the  Bill  would  be  satisfied  with  such 
amendments  as  would  make  due  provision  for  the 
increase  of  the  numbers  of  the  College  Council 
by  the  addition  of  a  representative  from  any  pub- 
lic body  as  should  contribute  not  less  than  £1.500 
a  year  from  their  revenues  to  the  College  funds, 
and  would  appeal  to  the  Government  to  introduce 
a  short  bill  giving  public  bodies  the  power  to 
make  such  contributions  to  colleges  and  schools 
in  the  Colony." 

3.  How  much  has  actually  been  paid  by  the  Cor- 
poration to  the  Council? — The  sum  of  £500  has 
been  paid  for  two  years,  and  a  sum  of  £1,000  was 
paid  in  1903  in  addition  to  the  last  contribution  of 
11500  in  the  same  year.

4.  Mr.  Kayser   (through  the   Chairman).]     You  Mr-uiFin,,h- 
are  Town  Clerk  ?— I  am.  Al'nl  l*  mM- 

5.  I  believe  you  hold  some  appointment  in 
connection    with   the    .Mayoral  Congress    ? — I   am 
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Mr.j.R.  Fm.h.  secretary  to  the  Associated  Mayoral   Congress  of 
APni  is.  woj.  South  Africa. 

6.  You  have  heard  the  evidence  given  by  Prof. 
Lewis  ? — Yes. 

7.  Have  you  any  comment  to  make  ? — I  can  put 
in  for  the  information  of  the  Committee  some  certi- 
fied resolutions  of  the  Town  Council  referring  to 
the  question  of  the  College  grant.  One  dated  12th 
September,  1901,  which  refers  to  the  first  grant  of 
£500  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  certain  scholar- 
ships and  for  encouraging  students  in  mining 
engineering  ;  the  second  resolution,  which  I  will 
also  put  in.  was  adopted  by  the  Council  on 
the  8th  January.  1903.  It  refers  to  the  grant- 
ting  of  the  sum  of  £1,000  per  annum  to  the 
funds  of  the  College  Council  from  revenue  other 
than  rates,  for  the  purpose  of  College  extension. 
On  the  question  generally  of  contributions  to 
educational  institutions,  I  would  also  like  to  put 
in  a  copy  of  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  tenth 
session  of  the  Associated  Mayoral  Congress  of 
South  Africa,  held  at  Port  Elizabeth  on  21st 
March.  I  may  mention  that  at  the  Congress  there 
were  representatives  present  not  only  from  Cape 
Colony,  but  from  Natal.  Orange  Eiver  Colony  and 
the  Transvaal.  The  resolution,  which  was  as  fol- 
lows, was  unanimously  adopted.  "That  Govern- 
ment be  requested  to  provide  in  the  amendment  of 
the  Municipal  Statutes  of  the  Cape  Colony,  powers 
to  enable  all  local  authorities  to  support  by  grants, 
from  rates  or  other  revenues  of  such  authorities, 
educational  establishments,  etc.,  the  promotion  of 
technical  education,  and  the  institution  of 
scholarships." 

8.  As  a  matter  of  fact  we  have  had  evidence 
that  .the  Cape  Town  Council  have  already 
made  some  payments  to  the  College  Coun- 
cils ? — Yes.  The  Council  have  already  made  several. 

9.  And  you  now  wish  for  the  right  ? — The 
Council  now  wish  to  have  a  representative  on  the 
College  Council. 
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10.  Have  you  any  experience   of  Municipalities M*.j.B.Finch. 
in  England  ?— 1  can  say  that,  generally  speaking,  As»ni*ieoi 
municipalities  in  England  not  only  support  educa- 
tional institutions,  but  as  a  general  rule  are   in- 
stituting such  institutions  themselves,  particularly 
technical  training  colleges. 

11.  Am  I  right  in  saying  that  large  sums  are 
annually  paid  out  tor  that  purpose  V— Yes,  very 
large  sums. 

12.  Mr.  Michau.]  Have  representations  been 
made  to  the  Government  on  the  strength  of  the 
resolution  passed  at  the  Mayoral  Congress  ?— The 
resolution  has  been  communicated  to  the  Colonial 
Secretary.  The  Congress  expressed  the  hope  that 
legislation  would  be  introduced.  I  was  not  aware 
until  the  other  day  that  the  Colonial  Office  had  in 
a  certain  case,  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor, 
authorised  the  payment  by  municipalities  of 
grants  to  educational  institutions. 

13.  Mr.  Cloete.]  In  this  country  V— Yes.  Of 
course,  I  cannot  vouch  for  the  accuracy  of  that,  but 
the  statement  was  made  to  me  a  few  clays  ago. 

14.  Mr.  Currey.]  I  understand  that  the  City 
Council  have  made  two  donations,  one  of  £1.000 
and  two  of  £500.  Has  any  resolution  yet  been 
passed  by  your  Council  with  regard  to  an  annual 
contribution  ? — Yes,  the  donation  of  ill, 000.  is 
to  be  an  annual  donation.  Let  me  read  the 
resolution  :  ;-  Having  regard  to  these  circumstances 
your  Committee  unanimously  recommend  to  the 
Council  to  contribute  a  sum  of  £1,000  per  annum 
to  the  funds  of  the  College  Council  from  revenue 
other  than  rates,  and  that  provision  be  made  in 
the  annual  estimates  accordingly.  Your  Com- 
mittee are  pleased  to  note  that  in  cases  where 
municipal  aid  is  given  to  the  junior  schools,  to 
universities  and  colleges,  provision  is  made  for 
safeguarding  the  interests  of  the  ratepayers  in 
respect  to  such  benefactions,  and  the  College 
Council  would  under  similar  circumstances 
welcome  the  amendment  of  the  College  Act  so 
as   to   include   provision   for   the   presence    of    a 
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Mr-j.^Finch.  represeiltativc  of  the  Corporation  on  the  govern - 
Apriiis, urn.  mg  body  of  the  College. 

15.  Mr.  Cloete.]  Then  £500  has  been  paid  for 
two  years,  and  the  £1,000  is  to  be  an  animal  con- 
tribution ? — Yes. 

16.  Chairman.]  Are  you  going  to  have  a  yearly 
contribution  of  £500  or  £1.000?— £1.500  a  year. 

17.  Mr.  Oliver.']  Is  the  Cape  Town  Municipality 
working  on  its  own  private  Act,  or  the  General 
Act  ? — Our  own  private  Act  by  which  we  are  em- 
powered to  vote  money  for  public  celebrations, 
and  you  will  find  that  the  first  vote  of  £500  for  the 
establishment  of  scholarships,  and  to  endow  the 
Chair  of  Engineering,  was  given  to  celebrate  the 
visit  of  their  Eoyal  Highnesses  the  Duke  and 
Duchess  of  Cornwall  and  York. 

18.  Mr.  Currey.]  The  Town  Council  are  prepared 
to  take  any  risk  ? — Yes.  I  may  mention  that  the 
Council  introduced  a  Bill  during  the  last  session 
of  Parliament,  providing  for  the  contributions 
made,  but  that  Bill  did  not  go  through. 

19.  It  is  an  open  question,  I  understand,  whether 
yon  have  power  to  contribute  ?—  That  is  a  matter 
for  the  ratepayers  to  challenge.  The  Act  is  silent 
upon  the  question  of  grants  for  educational  pur- 
poses, and  the  Council  have  made  the  necessary 
provision  in  their  annual  estimates. 

20.  Chairman.]  Do  you  now  intend  to  bring  in 
a  Bill  this  year  ? — Not  this  session.  I  hope  the 
Government  will  put  a  short  Bill  through  during 
the  session  on  the  lines  of  the  resolution  of  the 
Associated  Mayoral  Congress  of  South  Africa,  with 
regard  to  municipal  contributions  to  educational 
institutions,  and  purposes  which  will  authorise 
such  expenditure  by  all  local  authorities.

To  the  Honourable  the  Speaker  and  the  Members  of  the  House 
of  Assembly  of  the  Colony  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
in  Parliament  assembled. 

The  Petition  of  the  Reverend  John  Munroe  Russel  the  Chairman, 
and  as  such,  representing  the  Council  and  Members  of 
the  South  African  College  Council  : — 

Respectfully  Sheweth  : — 

1.  During  the  months  of  February  and  March,  1904,  the  South 
African  College  Council  have  caused  public  notice  to  be  given  of 
their  intention  to  apply  to  and  promote  before  this  Honourable 
House  at  its  next  ensuing  session  a  Private  Bill  to  amend  the 
existing  law  so  as  to  enable  local  bodies  to  make  contributions 
from  their  funds  for  the  advancement  of  education  and  to  amend 
the  South  African  College  Acts,  1878-1879. 

2.  In  compliance  with  the  rules  of  this  Honourable  House,  the 
said  notice  was  published  in  the  issues  of  the  "  Government 
Gazette"  of  Tuesday,  the  26th  February,  1904,  and  the  1st,  8th 
and  15th  March,  1904.  and  in  the  issues  of  the  "  Cape  Times""  of 
Wednesday,  the  27th  February,  1904,  and  the  2nd,  9th,  and 
16th  March,  1904,  and  also  in  the  issues  of  "  Ons  Land"  of 
Thursday,  the  28th  February,  1904,  and  of  the  3rd,  10th  and 
17th  March,  1904,  and  thus  once  a  week  for  four  consecutive 
weeks  in  the  "Government  Gazette,*"  in  the  "Cape  Times,*" 
and  in  "Ons  Land,**  newspapers  circulating  throughout  the 
Colony. 

3.  Thesaid  notice  contained  a  true  statement  of  the  general  scope 
and  object  of  the  proposed  measure. 

4.  Copies  of  the  proposed  Bill  were  duly  lodged  with  the  Clerk 
of  this  Honourable  House  on  the  lSth  (lay  of  March,  1904,  and 
thus  b  d'ore  the  31st  March,  1904,  for  inspection  by  those  whom 
it  may  concern. 
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5.  Your  Petitioner  annexes  hereto  a  copy  of  the  Private  Bill 
drafted  on  behalf  of  the  South  African  College  Council,  and 
which  it  is  desired  to  introduce  and  promote  before  this  Honour- 
able House  on  behalf  of  the  Council  and  Members  of  the  South 
African  College  Council. 

6.  The  general  objects  of  the  said  Bill  are  : — 

(a)  To  make  pro  vision  whereby  local  bodies,  such  as  Divi- 
sional Councils,  Municipalities,  and  Village  Management 
Boards  may  make  annual  payments  from  their  revenues 
to  the  development  of  the  South  African  College  by 
contributing  towards  the  funds  or  annual  expenditure 
thereof. 

(b)  To  provide  for  contributions  by  such  local  bodies  from 

their  revenues  for  founding  scholarships,  endowing  chairs 
and  for  general  education  purposes  in  connection  with 
the  South  African  College. 

(c)  For  an  amendment  of  the  South  African   College  Acts, 

1878-1879,  so  as  to  allow  any  such  local  body,  contribu- 
ting not  less  than  £1,500  annually,  to  be  represented  on 
the  South  African  College  Council. 

(d)  To  provide  for  the  nomination  and  retirement  of  mem- 
bers of  the  South  African  College  Council  appointed  by 
such  local  bodies. 

(e)  To  prescribe  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  and  to  regulate 

the  working  of  the  proposed  measure. 

WHEREFORE  your  Petitioner  prays  that  this  Honourable 
House  may  grant  leave  to  introduce  the  said  Bill. 

8.  As  the  Council  and  Members  of  the  South  African  College 
Council  are  desirous  of  being  heard  in  favour  of  tie  said  Bill,  by 
themselves,  their  counsel  or  agents,  and  witnesses,  they  further 
pray  for  permission  : — 

(f)  To  be  heard   by  themselves,  their  counsel  or  agents,  and 

witnesses  in  support  of  the  preamble  of  the  said  Bill  and 
of  the  several  clauses  thereof. 

(a)  To  appear  and  be  heard  by  counsel  or  agents  or 
witnesses  before  the  Select  Committee  of  this  Honour- 
able House,  to  whom  the  said  Bill  may  be  referred,  and 
at  each  and  every  meeting  and  adjournment  thereof  and 
in  support  of  the  preamble  of  the  said  Bill,  and  of  the 
several  clauses  thereof. 

(h)  To  produce  documentary,  oral,  and  other  evidence  in 
support  of  the  preamble  of  the  said  Bill  and  of  the 
several  clauses  thereof. 

(i)  To  appear,  if  desired,  at  the  Bar  of  this  Honourable 
House,  and  to  be  heard  by  counsel  in  support  of  the 
Bill  and  of  the  various  clauses  thereof,  when  this  Hon- 
ourable House  shall  be  in  Committee  on  the  said  Bill. 
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9.  And  your  Petitioner  further  respectfully  prays  that  it  may 
please  your  Honourable  House  to  pass  the  said  Bill. 
And  your  Petitioner  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray.

The  Finance  and  City   Lands  Committee  submitted  Report  of 
their  proceedings  dated  9th  September,  1901. 
Your  Committee  beg  to  Report, 
. 

3.  That  your  Committee  have  carefully  considered  the  reference 
by  Council  of  29th  August,  1901,  of  the  motion  introduced  by 
I'lis  Worship  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Councillor  T.  J.  O'Reilly,  C.M.G., 
J.P.)  that  the  Council  should,  in  order  to  commemorate  the  visit 
of  T.R.H.  The  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cornwall  and  York  to  the 
City,  place  a  sum  not  exceeding  £500  on  the  Estimates  tor  the 
year  1902,  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  students  in  mining 
engineering,  such  students  to  be  children  of  parents  who  have 
been  resident  in  Capetown  for  ten  years  and  upwards,  and  for 
other  educational  purposes,  the  said  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  Council 
of  the  South  African  College  half-yearly,  and  to  be  devoted  for 
the  said  purposes.  In  connection  therewith  the  Committee  have 
also  considered  certain  suggestions  which  have  been  made    by    the 
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Senate  of  the  College  in  the  matter,  and  as  the  result  your 
Committee  recommend  that  a  sum  of  £500  be  provided  annually 
from  the  revenues  of  the  Council  other  than  rates  for  the  purpose 
of  the  foundation  of  certain  Scholarships,  three  of  which,  your 
Committee  are  advised,  can  be  given  for  the  sum  in  question, 
each  Scholarship  being-  held  for  a  period  of  three  years  subject  to 
the  following  conditions  : — 

(a)  That  all  competitors  for  the  Scholarships  be  required  to 
have  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination  of  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  University  (this  being  a  necessary  pre- 
liminary for  most  of  the  courses  of  study). 

(b)  That  the  students  participating  in  the  Scholarships  be 
children  of  ratepayers  resident  in  Capetown  of  ten 
years'  standing. 

(c)  That    the    nominations  for   the   Scholarships   be   in   the 

1  utnds  of  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  the  Deputy  Mayor 
and  the  Town  Clerk  of  the  City  for  the  time  being. 

(d)  That  preference  only  be  given  to  those  students  who  are 
in  need  of  pecuniary  assistance. 

Your  Committee  would  point  out  that  it  will  be  necessary  to 
leave  the  question  as  to  the  other  conditions  under  which  the 
Scholarships  are  to  be  awarded,  to  the  South  African  College 
Council. 

The  Committee  are  also  advised  by  the  Senate  of  the  Council 
that  the  Scholarships  would  be  arranged  to  cover  the  expenses  of 
tuition,  and  would  be  available  for  any  of  the  following  courses 
of  study  : — 

Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Literature  or  in  Science,  the 
Mining,  Assaying,  Surveying,  Engineering  Courses, 
and  any  other  regular  course  of  study  which  may  be 
established  at  the  College. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  no  objection  be  ottered  by 
the  Council  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Senate  in  this  regard.

The  Finance  and.  City  Lands  Committee  submitted   report   of 
their  proceedings,  dated  5th  January,  1903. 
^  our  Committee  beg  to  report  : — 

7.  That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  reference  by 
Council  of  the  11th  December,  1902,  of  the  memorandum  sub- 
mitted by  the  South  African  College  Council  relative  to  the 
College  Improvement  Scheme.  Your  Committee  note  that  it  is 
the  desire  of  the  College  Council  to  extend  the  scope  of  the 
College  so  that  it  shall  become  in  all  departments  a  thoroughly 
equipped  University  College  in  which  the  youth  ef  this  city, 
and  of  South  Africa  in  general,  may  be  efficiently  trained  for 
professional  and  other  callings.  In  furtherance  of  this  object, 
the  College  Council  have  foiled  it  necessary  to  acquire  certain 
property  adjoining  the  College  at  a  cost  of  £30,000,  and  a  sum 
of  £1,000  is  required  to  he  provided  annually  to  meet  interest 
charges  payable  in  respect  of  such  purchase  amount  for  a  term 
of  six  years.  It  is  in  connection  with  this  purchase  that  the 
College  Council  are  specially  anxious  to  urge  the  claims  of  the 
College  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  so  that  the  whole 
of  the  funds  which  are  b  ing  collected  for  College  Development 
and  which  already  amount  to  £22,000.  may  he  available  for  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  buildings,  including  lecture  rooms, 
laboratories  and  residential  accommodation  within  the  enlarged 
boundaries  of  the  College  property.  Having  regard  to  these 
circumstances,  your  Committee  unanimously  recommend  that  the 
Council  do  contribute  a  sum  of  £1,000  per  annum  to  the  hunl^ 
of  the  College  Council  from  revenue  other  than  rates,  and  that 
provision  be  made  in  the  Annual  Estimates  accordingly. 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  note  that  in  cases  where 
municipal  aid  is  given  on  a  generous  scale  to  Universities  and 
Colleges  provision  is  made  lor  safeguarding  the  interests  of  the 
ratepayers  in    respect  of  such   benefactions,  and   that  the  College 
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Council  would  In  similar  circumstances  welcome  the  amendment 
of  the  College  Act  so  as  to  include  provision  for  the  presence  of 
a  representative  of  the  Corporation  on  the  governing  body  of  the 
College.

That  the  report  be  received  and  paragraphs  Nos.  1  to  9  inclusive 
and  Nos.  1 1  and  1 2  be  adopted.
